Even when they face a money 
crunch themselves. 

With the coronavirus pandemic, 
many of those revenue-making 
events, walks and galas have been re- 
adjusted, postponed or canceled. 

With layoffs in many industries, in- 
dependent contractors suddenly with- 
out clients and small businesses suf- 
fering, nonprofit leaders know com- 
munity needs are increasing. As with 
all the people they help, they’re trying 
to make ends meet in an unprecedent- 
ed time, with increased demands, a 
loss of revenue from fundraising 
events and limited volunteers to sup- 
port outreach efforts.
